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DETAILED ACTION 


This action is in response to the amendment filed 07 August 2003 in which claims 2, 8-9, 
11-15, 17-18,21-22, 24-31 are pending. 


The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The instant application is deemed to be directed to a nonobvious improvement over the 
invention patented in Patent Numbers (Azima, 6377695; Azima, 6332029; Wright, 486201 1; and 
Bertolini, 6226927). The improvement comprises a first transducer; and a second transducer 
mounted in a second space between the front and rear cover panels for driving the rear parallel 
cover panel to resonance, wherein the first and second transducers are separated by a damping 
element.
